The combined machines — stencilling, 
chalking and cutting— «u« able to con-

Dear Editor:— 

Owing to the fact that all the 
officers and men of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces have 
been reqneitod to write a letter 
to tlieir fMiMn OA this day, and 
owing to the fact that mj father 
is diod, and ooaeeomt of the 
number of mothers irho have tae* 
rificed sons on the battle field of 
Europe, I am going lo try to give 
a various summary of my aerviee 

overaeas. 

The unit that I am serving 
with, Company "F" 352nd In- 
fantry, of the 88th Division, ar 
rived at Liverpool in the latter 
part of August. It was about 
8K)0 o'cloek iu the morning when 
oar ship docked. It iwewed very 
strange, the harbw was lighted 
with bhie lights, which threw a 
weird outline on the buildings <m 
the shore. There waa a large 
tower to the left of as, and many 
strange buildings. 

We landed about 8:00 o'clock. 
The very first thing I saw was a 
mounted policeman. These men 
wear a very picturesque uniform 
— a long coat, and the moat dis- 
tinguishing feature being their 
cap. which seta back on their 
head, held in ptaee by a chin 
strap. 

We were recMved very cwrdial- 
ly by the English. Abandptay- 
ed some oc the bteat American 
**hit8," and "biscnits" jmd hot 

coffee was given to us before we 
left the depot. 

I The railroad seemed to be just 
I a Uttle more than a play thing to 
; U3. who were accustomed to 
travel on the rolling palaces of 
the States. The cars were very 
, small, but the speed attained by 
; these trains was marvelous, 
j Our unit detrained at the old 
I ettgr of Winchester, and proceed- 
i ed to Winnall Down Camp. This 
I place was vary pretty. It is 
situated on liiU, and eoounanda a 
vttiw of the sorroonding ooontry 
for many miles. This camp was 
a so-called "Rest" Camp, but 
very little rest we had there. 
Arrived there at about 6:00 in 
the evening and was ordered to 
leave there at about 3:00 o'clock 
the following morning for South- 
ampton. 

At Southampton I had tbe first 
markings of the w&r. In the 
dry docks there waa the Standard 
Oil Steamer "Andoaia" which 
was torpedoed and alao another 
steamer that had been captored 
from the "Boehoa", and con- 
verted into an Allied vessel I 
do not at the present time recall 
the name of this steamer. There 
were also cannon that had been 
wrecked at the front, and one 
ia particular I remember had 
blood spots on its barrel. 

At about 5:00 o'clock we 
boareed one of the small channel 
boata. This boat had as many 
men on board aa it could carry, 
hot as the tHp waa a abort one 
and no mishapa occurred, we were

The foUowiag morning in 
awoke in the harbor of L'Savra. 

This is a very old port, and the 

harbor was full of small fishing 
boats. After debarking from 
the boat we proceeded to anoth- 
er "rest" camp on the outskirts 
of L' Havre. Our stay in L' Havre 
was very short, we j)eing thtfe 
for only two days. 

Then came our first jolt We 
were marched down to the train, 
and this train was not the Poll- 



mans we rode in in the States, 
nor the fast moving small cars 
of England, but a string of box 
cars, that is the men occupied 
box cars and the officers rode 
first-class! Our trip would have 
been eomplsfesd in afewhooTB 
in the Statos, hot eoowooed the 
wlKrie night and day. 

Oar next stop was down in the 
Central part of France in the 
small town of Lea Laumes, in 
the Department of Cot d' or. 
This town is situated in the heart 
of the Central Hills of France. 
The people were friendly, as it 
was the first time that American 
troups bad been quartered in 
that vicinity. Howoror, our 
stay ia this town was Ihnitod to 
but two daya. 

We thm proceeded by march 
to Meetrenaz. In this small 
village, we were billetted in a 
Chateau, which bad not been oc- 
cupied by the owner for some 
time, and was a splendid place. 
The court in the neit^nborhood of 
this Chateau was beautiful, there 
being many hedgerows. I might 
maiti(m that this Chateau was 
the property of a eoontsss. 
There waa alsoncoant in this 
town. 

After about two weaka atay at 

this little village our unit pro 
ceeded by rail to our training 
area in the vicinity of Belfort. 

The trip to Belfort was most in 
teresting. We passed through 
the Jura and part of the Vosges 
mountains. The railroad also 
ran along the Doubs River. 
Among the large cities passed 



thmugh was Dijon and Montbii- 
Hard. 

In our training around Bdfort 
our company waa stationed in 
Bermont, Tretodaaa, Qiovre- 
mont and Rougement. AtBouge- 

mont this division was in sup- 
port of a French Division, hold- 
ing the front line. This was 
for the morale effect, our regi- 
ment did not occupy any of the 
line at this place. It was at this 
place that the French Division 
we were in support of, bombard 
ed the "Boehea" which aoonded 
worse than any thunderstorm 
that I have ovar experienced. 

At thia time port of our Divia- 
ion occupied the fitont line in 
Alsace. Weweaentto Lotran, 
in Alsace, to support those units. 
It was about nine o'clock in the 
evening when we crossed the 
German line. Here there were 
arial bombardments on every 
clear day. The bursting of the 
shells in the air could be plainly 
seen, and it waa interesting to 
Witch howckMo the ahalla would 
burst to the maddnea. How 
ever, nono of tiw marhiiies were 
brought down in thia vicinity. 

Then we took over sector in 
the front line. Our sector was 
about two kilometers from the 
Alsace town of Badricourt, and 
about six kilometers from Dan- 
nemarie. 

Our sector was about two miles 
square, we having a front of 
about one mile hms. Thecmn-i 
pany aoetor was divided up into 
four somU aeetors, oodi com* 
fyn ^4 f 4 bif a lioutennt. I 
commanded PtatOott sec- 

tor which was about ono miie 
and one half from the company 
P. C. The night we entered the 
trenches was so dark that it was 
impossible to see more than a 
foot or two, and as no lights 
were allowed, it was very diffi- 
cult to find our position. 

Except for a few shots ex- 
changed between us and the 
Gennsna, th«o waa Httlo orno 



activity. The Germans seemed 
to be a little timourous about 
showing themselves. We sent 
out patrols every night, but was 
unable to find anything, except 
mirteda of rata. Tha artillery 
wrrhan g od aiwia aB dogr tog. 
howovor, and theehpiwmHisat- 
ed us to an air battia. One ma- 
chine waa brought down a little 
to the rear of the poaitto we 
were occupying. 

I might say in connection with 
the above, that this sector was 
the fartherest advanced sector 
on German soil at this time, and 
had been captured from the Ger- 
mans by the French in the early 
part of tho war. In fMt, the 
tra^thma rolatiod about tiiia 
tor stated that 
and dugouta were bait Igr tiM 
Germans. 

We occupied this sectw about 
nine days, and then moved back 
to Badricourt to allow one of our 
other companies to get a little 
experience of what the trenches 
are like. Our stay in this town 
was very brief, however, as we 
were rdieved by the French,and 
wo then proceeded to St. Leger 
and thanoa to P s r oua u. a village 
a f ow Uiemetsfs out of BeUort 

At Pmouao we were granted a 
few hours leave to visit Belfort 
Belfort is the Bulwark defending 
eastern France jnsl as Verdun 
defended Northern France, The 
fortifications protecting this city 
are constructed out of solid rock, 
and are many feet thick. Over- 
looking the city is an immense 
lion, which sets on a high cliff. 
Thialkm waa deaigned by the 
sculptor RarthoMi, who abode- 
signed and built the Statue of 
Libertyin tho Now YorkHv^ 
bor. 

While at this town we were 
ordered to take ovwr our sector 
before Metz, but belore we left 
Perouse the Armistice was sign 
ed. That day was probably the 
wildest day iu the history of 
France. The French aoldiera all 
celebrated and every American 
soldisrthatcaBsehi done proxi- 
mity of where thoy wore wmn 
embraeedand kisaad. OurBat 
talion left this town and march- 
ed through Belfort to the train. 
When we entered the city we 
were cheered bv the French. 
The city was lighted up with 
bright lights, a^ it had not been 
since before the War. Large 
illuminating rockets were ^nt 
up, and lighted up the whole 
city. 

Whan wo oMdaod at fioitet, 
ourdoatidBtto waa Usui, a Mb- 
tanco of about IfiO miloa.. TUa 
trip took ua two nighta and one 
day to complete it We passed 
through Nancy and Luneville, 
both cities have taken a pimni- 
nent part in the war. 

Our p.eeent location is Lucey, 
a small village located about ten 
kilometers from Toul. It is sit- 
uated on one of the main roads 
betwosB Mots and loul, andev- 
ery daiy piiaoiMrB of war aro re- 
tnrniagfteomr^pmm. Whaen 
iigfat thoy 
lish, Italian, 
and also a few Americans. Some 
of them look as though they hfid 
received pretty rough treatment 
especially the English, but they 
are all happy to be liberated. I 
talked to several English prison- 
ers that had been captured in 
1914. 

We are now awaiting to be 
either sent to Germany or home, 
and either one of the two will be 
moat woleoBoto mo.

Ma.ior C. T. Williaiiis of lii!lt:r:io:-e 
was in diarge of the party of tliirteeo 
wUdi accompanied the ahlpnent from 
this country. He was formerly a mem- 
ber of ilio lied Cross Commission for 
RouMiaiiia Major Kirkpatrick, atone 
time a member of the latter commls- 
alSB, bat recently attadied te the 
Army Medical Corps, heads the n^i- 
eel end of the Archangel expendltlon. 
Drugs and general liospital supplies 
constituted the greater part of the 
cargo sent from America.

balls, moving picture outfits, Bibles, 
prayer books, hosing gloves, games, 
music, books, dgareCtea, candy and 
dried fTnlts. 

The need of prompt relief for the 
inhabitants of towns alon;; the coast 
of the White Sea ;::h1 on the Ivola 
peninsola, amny of whom were facing 
starvation, was fonnd to be Impera- 
tive.

By adopting cleaner threshing meth- 
ods and by literally combing harvest 

fields to gather grain formerly wast- 
ed, tliroslicrnif n and farmers of vl:.- 
United States this year saved fully 
1G.000,000 bushels of wheat, estimated 
as equivalent to abont seven one-pfoond 
loaves of bread for every person in 
the country. This result, accompanied 
by corrp';:>ondin;; savings of Itariey, 
oats, rye and other grains, is shown by 
reports from 33 grain states to the U. 
S. Food Administration. Other states, 
altlioagh not prepared to fnmish defi- 
nite figures of conservation in the 
grain fields, report greatly reduced 
harvest losses. 

This rural food saving adiievemettt, 
acoompUslied in ecarceiy six months' 
time, was in direct response to re- 
quests by the Food Administration, 
which aslced farmers and threshermen 
to reduce harvest losses from about 
3\i per cent — the estimated average 
in nmmal timee— to the lowest possi- 
ble miuimum. Country grain thresh- 
ing commiitees can;. into every 
grain prowing community the official 
recommendations for accompiiahing 
the results desired. 

In numeroos instances drivers 'Of 
racks with leaky bottoms were sent 
from the fields to repair their equip- 
ment and frcqututly bad order tliresh- 
iog 99ChUiM ^topped until the 
caase of wSte was removed. Bat in 
proportion to the nomber of persons 
engaged In gathering Oo nation's grain 
crop, cases of comptilslon were com- 
paratively rare. The Food Adminis- 
tration freely attributes the sncosss of 
tlM grain tlueahlng caaqpaign to pa- 
triotic serrlee by farmers, thresher- 
men and their crews. Incidentally 
grain growers of the United Slates are 
many millions of dollars "in pocket" 
as a resnlt of the grain saved.

Mot more ttian 20 
coon ties were able to carry out the 
wlM>le week's program aa eoatem- 
plated. 

In those counties u in re World Re- 
lief Week was observed, such as 
JegerssB, Washington, Bracken and 
Boyd, there were held church services 
on Sunday, December 1, club rallies 
en Wednrsday, scliool exercises on 
Friday, community gatherings through- 
eat the weA and big ceuaty-wlde 
rallies at least once in each eooaty. 
The message of the Food Administra- 
tion that the "war consi i.^nce" must 
BOW give place to the "world cen- 
sctence" was impressed widi great 
effectiveness, and it is quite well un- 
derstood and appreciated in all such 
counties tiiat the i>eople of Kentucky, 
now that the war is over, will save 
more food than they did while it waa 
atni going on. But this raeasage must 
pat be carried to the people of at least 
100 conn ties in Kentucliy who wore 
prevented by the epidemic of influenza 
from receiving it. 

Mta. Morris uillord, chalmian of the 
State Oeaservatlon Division, Miss 
Alexiaa Booth, cJuurman of School* 
and Collies, and Mr. Fred W. Ilarii- 
Xfick, cbaii-man of Religions and 
Fraternal Organisations, have receiv- 
ed fy«m the bluest antlioritles the 
fullest praise for tlie s-mcess with 
which they carried on World Relief 
Week under difficult cirniinstances. 
When the work is resumed they will 
be found at the head of things. Tbey 
send their sympatliy to those County 
CoiLservation chairmen and County 
Admijiistr;;tors whose preparatory 
work went for naught aad promise 
them every sMans of eo-operatioa 
when the time for resumptloa ef ef- 
forts becomes opportune.

The amount will be furtlier 
finlarge*! by the recenUy increased 
purchases of flour by tne Food Admln- 
Irtratlon Grain Corj^ont l ion for export. 

Export of Hour rather than wheat 
is now possible be<-ause of increased 
ocean tonnage available abKe the sigD- 
ing of the armistice. 

A third factor which is expected to 
increase supplies of mill feed.s is tlie 
cancellation of the so-called "milliAg 
extraction rule" which, us a war thne 
measure, diverted into flour a consider- 
able proportion of the wheat berry 
ordinarily used for feed. 

All of tlie.se developments combined 
are expected to increase the mill feed 
oolput fully one-flftli, and this extra 
feed ahould be avail^Me abent flie end 
of December. In presenting these 
facts the Food Administration warns 
against excessive optimism over the 
situation, since there will be a con- 
tinued riiortage of mill feed compared 
Wfth pre-war years, "he price of these 
feeds Is being maintained l)y regula- 
tion at an artificially low level which 
obviously stimulates an abnormal de- 
mand. Briefly, more mill feed.s are In 
pro.spect and they will be avaih.Me 
about the Christmas liolidays, but the 
supply will be short of demand and 
continued conservation Is necessary.

Wireless Vastly Improved; 
Great Progress Is Made In 
Sending Aircraft Messages. 

The efficiency of wireless tele;;raphy 
has been enormously Increased during 
tlie war, a semloffldal statement is- 
sned by the British air force says. In 
particular great progress has been 
ii):<(!e in sending wtodaaa messages 
from aircraft. 

In 1914 various difficulties restricted 
the use of wireless in conjunction with 
airiil»nes. Most of these have been 
overcame and the use of wireless com- 
muuicatioQs from the air has tieen of 
great assistance to the allied forces in 
all iiiilifary operations. 

Without the assistance of wireless 
the use of airplanes could never have 
beeu developed so fully as it now is.

The extended range of alrofaft wta«> 
less leads to its use from airplanes on 
long reconnaissance, and the operator 
in tli(> hut on the airdrmne, niiies be- 
hind the lines, is the first to learn, per- 
haps, .of a new G«rman bowltser em- 
placement, perhaps of the massing of 
ttoops intended to effect a surprise — 
a vain hope, thanks to the wlrdees. 



Over 100,000 Alaska Reindeer; 
Their Meat Will Be Mariceted 

Sixty tons of dressed reindeer meat 
were recently marketed in the States. 
This meat is quito tender and, although 
it has the taste of wild game. It is as 
good as beef, says tte San Frandseo 
Chronicle. The reindeer weighs, on an 
average, about 150 pounds, dressed. 
Carl Albertson of Nome estimates that 
therd are over 100,000 reindeer in 
Alaska and that berda aftr^tlog 
1S,000 have beea parAaaad aad win ba 
marketed. 

The government imports reindeer 
from Siberia. Of the large herds now 
tai tte temtxKy, aone 2,€W ara awaed 
by natives, representing a monqf inalaa 
of approximately $1,600,000. 

The reindeer live on lichens which 
would otherwise be valuelees, and 
there are no expenses attached to their 
maintenance beyond the labor of herd- 
ing and the cost of sheltering and 
butcfa^ing.

Potatoes Feed die Wedd 



Aaes and Sizes of Tubers Demand Spedall 
•d Aid k Keeiaiv Body Tawet 




eneial vae of potatoes in the aTer^e family and the better cnstoras 
prerall&ur ta many homes In preparing the tubers for food are based on 
sound economic and dietetic reasons, according to specialists of the oatee of 
home economics of the United States department of agriculture. 

Potatoes are easy to cook in a variety of ways. From the point of view 
of dletetiea^ Uiey fnniish starch in one readily disestible form, contain mineral 
■irtMtBBCM of Inqtufiance to tibe body, and— a ffcct less generally known — 
t«ld to make tbe ttssnes and flnids of the body alkaline, so counteractlnc the 
tendency of meats, eggs, fish and like foods to create acid conditions. Since 
the body does its work best ^Hien Its condition Is tfther neutral or slightly 
alkaline, potatoes, like most yegetables. perfmm an important function in 
the diet beaMes fmmtadiins energyiirodiielns material. TUs sdentillc fact 
Jnstifies the cu.sfom that Is prevalent in many families of serving a fOOffly 
supply of potatoes or other vegetables with each helping of meat. 

Potatoes, however, while a valuable addition to a mixed diet, alone are 
not suited to meet the needs of the body becanae of their poverty In iwoleins 
and fM. Of these latter Important etemcBts pntalB la fainWiBil In 
eggs, fish, milk, beans and similar foods, and fafe In 
and the fats and oils used in cookery. 

Greater cure than commonly is exercised should be taken in peeling 
potatoes. Very often 20 per coit of the potato Is pared away. This reaalts 
not only in Ibe waste ef eoBsMerable potato but also In tiie loss of one of the 
most valuable portions of the tuber, since the soluble mineral salts are present 
in the material near the skin, which should be removed and thrown away. 
These salts can be preserved by a more careful removal of the skin, as by 
shallow paring or rubbing, and also by ttoUing or baking the potatoes in their 
Jadtets. 

Paring before boiling, however, may be the most desirable method of 
cooking potatoes, which through an undue exposure to light may have ac- 
quired a bitter tas^te, or those which have been kept until late in the spring, 
since in this way more of the disagreeable flavor is eliminated. Snch potatoes 
may also be aoaked before cotddng. 

While these methods may be desirable with potatoes which have been 
exposed to light, they result in the loss of considerable food value without 
rdnipcnsntin;: advantages when applied to new or well-matured potatoes. If 
such potatoes are boiled after paring, they should be dropped into boiling 
water instead of bring placed on the stove In cold water. By tiie latter 
method there is twice the loss of protein, or tissue-building dements, result- 
ing from the former. The loss of mineral matter is about tbe aame by each 
method. There ia n» lew << atnrciiy amterial in boUing wilwi porttoaa at the 
tuber break oft 

Practically the mdy loss wlien potatoes are baked in their skins Is of tibe 
water which escapes 'as steam. The more or less common custom of pricking 
holes in the* skin of baked potatoes or breaking them is explained by the 
fact that unless the steam which is framed inside the skin Is allowed to 
escape it will change back into water and produce sogglness. 

Potatoes wldch have turned green and sprouting tubers have present a 
considerable guantlty of solanin. an acrid poiscmons substance which, thoui^ 
not dangerous in tbe quantities ordinarily met with, gives a disagreeable 
flavor. It is best, therefore, to afraid ancb potatoes or to cat oat g ree n or 
i-proutiug portions.

BaHoons and Pigeons Were 

Used to Carry MaH During 
Siege of Paris in 1870-71 

Although airplanes wore unknown in 
1870, balloons played an important : 
part In the siege of Parts, relates a ; 
writer in New York Evening World. ! 
So closely were the Prussian lines 
drawn about the city that connnunica- 1 
tion with the outside world was cut ! 
off. The military authorities called { 
upon the aeronaut Durouf to make :i 
balloon flight from Paris. Carrying 
280 pounds of letters, he made the at- 
tempt, and after a flight of three hours 
landed at Evreaux, fhr beyond the 
zouf <it Prussian control. A regular 
mail service was then established, and 
ttmngh many flights ended in disaster, 
it contlnaed until the surrender of the 
city. It was In this way that Gambret- 
t:i, the statosnuin, made his escape 
from Paris to Tours, where he recruit- 
ed a neyr army, whidi offered a des- 
perate but vain resistance to the in- 
vaders. 

Tho ballddu service was maintained 
throughout the investment, from Sep- 
teniber 23, 1870, to January 28, 1871. 

Letters to be sent *^r bablonmote" 
were written on very thin paper, and 
lunong the most interesting relics of 
the siege are the letter journals, in- 
vented by Le Petit JoomaL The news 
of the hesiesred city was printed in 
very smr'l type on one side of a thin 
letter .sheet and the other side of the 
sheet was left blank for personal com- 
munications. About a score of Paris 
papers issued these novel sheets, and 
practically all letters were written on 
them. 

Getting letters into the beleaguered 
dty presented a more dUBcoltiirablem, 

hut this was partialy solved by send- 
ing carrier pigeons out with the bal- 
loons. Letters and dispatches were 
photographed and so reduced that a 
single pigeon homing Its way to Purls 
often carried thousands of dispatches 
in a quill attached to its tail. One 
pigeon carried to Paris dispatches rep- 
resenting 800,000 francs In postaca. 



Why Troops of the Kaiser 
Were eiven TKie ef '^s" 

The Huns were a brutal race of 
savage people who invaded Europe 
about 350, slaughtering the inliabl- 
tants and destroying piopeily. When 
the kaiser sent his troops to China, 
July 27, 1900, he said to them: "Use 
your weapons in such a way that for 
a thousand years no Chinese dare look 
upon a Genmn askanee, Be as terri- 
ble as Attlla's Huns."

]>crt, and there are two reasnns why 
the practice is a bad one — for one 
thing, it gives an awkward and affect- 
ed gait, whidi may even be a mincing 
gait If the habit is very pronounced ; 
for anotlior thing, it is apt to produce 
Hatfoot. that unsightly and often pain- 
ful dUnbUlty.

There are people who 
wear healless tennis shoes all summer 
long without injury to the arch of the 
fi (it. It all depends on the way one 
steps. Barefoot people for the most 
part walk with the toes pointing 
straight forward— if anytUng a trifle 
inward. The bdlan always walks in 
this way; so — if you will note— does 
the barefoot lad in the country. The 
toes In this method of walking get a 
firm grip on the ground and hd^ to 
u'-optM the body forward. 

To avoid tlatfoot wear supple, roomy 
shoes and take care not to toe out ex- 
ceaslvdy. Make all the toes do their 
wotk In pn^elllng the body forward. 



German BHh Rate Shows 
a Drop of Forty Per Cent 
Since Beginning of War 

The birth rate In Germany for 191(i 
fall off 40 per cent from the figures for 
tiie year 19111, aeetMdlng to Dr. Charles 
Greene Cumston of the University of 
Geneva, writing in the New York Med- 
ical Journal. 

Doctor Cumston's figures are taken 
from a report prepare d by the intelli- 
gence department of the local govem- 
niont board of Switzerland. Doctor 
Cumston says in part: 

"During the war then has been a 
heavy fall in the Gcnnan blrOi rate. 
The first three years of the war alone 
reduced by more than 2,000,000 th<^ 
number of Infants who would have 
been bom 1^ ftsoce ^vailed. I 
would add ^t flie InAntne death rate 
has been kept well down, but Is 50 per 
cent higher than in England. 

The birth rate, which had risen from 
36.1 per 1,000 inhabitants in the decade 
1841-1890, to S9J In the period ISH- 
ISSO, fell in the succeeding decades to 
36.8, 36.1 and 31.0. The rate for the 
last year of tl- decade 1901-1910 was 
SO per 1,000 inhabitants, and the con- 
tinuance of the fidl brought the rate 
as low as 28.3 In 1912. In 1913 there 
were 1,839,000 live births. In Ger- 
many, in 1910, there were only 1,103,- 
000, a decrease of 40 per celit at CMtt- 
pared with 1918^"

Must Purchase Sugar Every 
15 Days Instead of Weekly 

Approxiniately 20,000,000 pounds of 
sugar wm be saved per year by a 
new ruling of the food administration 
which will prevent anyone from ob- 
taMag more than two pounds at am- 
gar par montli. Many people were 
consdoo s ly breaking the regulatkaos 
regardinir tlie distribution of sugar 
by purchasing their sugar on the basis 
of one-half pound per capita per week. 
On this basis of four weeks to Hw 
month there would be only 48 weeks 
to the year, or ?^jr, days. This would 
leave 2d day.s, or practically another 
mtrnth, during which sugar 
consomed on a basis of two 
pgr cay ita.
